American intelligence agon doc: 

a. A Dr* -fi. KAISER, dnlning to uerk for an Aaericsui-epcnaored Research 
Institute (Forachungsina titut ) in Munich has been calling on engineers 
and technicians employed by large vest Oeroen plants, in order to 
question then concerning their former activities in the Soviet Zone. 

Sons of these engineers and technicians seen to have been rather 
annoye d by KAISER' s interrogations and have complained to their 
respective plant security offices (Works chut*), or the "Works* shuts " 
found KAlSER's approach somewhat irregular. CAS AM JO specifically 
asntioned the levezkusen plant as an example. Be said there Is no 
objection la principle for KAISER or any other bona fide representative 
to question these experts provided this is done through the "Werk aoh u ta " 
which, in aazqr Instances, eon give the interrogator valuable baokgrovnd 
inf erua tion before a nan is questioned. 

2. Since In addition to ZIPPER several American agencies are engaged in the inter- 
rogation of returning scientists, it is suggested that this request be passed on 
to the agencies concerned. This dispatch does not require an answer. 
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
